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ORDER GRANTING REQUEST TO RESET HEARING DATE 

An oral hearing before a merits panel of the Board of Patent Appeals and 

Interferences has been set for October 17, 2006.

I am a solo practitioner and there is no other lawyer 
available to argue the appeal in this matter. Moreover, I 
have worked on this application from the beginning, 


over five years ago, and am familiar with all the facts 
and legal issues involved. It is not possible to ask 
another lawyer to step in without causing serious 
hardship to the Appellant. 

A telephonic or video conference will not solve the 
scheduling conflict, as I will be involved in trial noted 
above and unable to participate in the hearing by 
telephonic or video conference. 

For the reasons given above, it is: 


Ordered that the request to reschedule the oral hearing to a later 
date is, granted . Appellant's will be notified in writing of the re-scheduled hearing 


No further request for postponement will be permitted. Any further request 
for postponement will be treated as a waiver of the Request for Oral Hearing. 
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
